Location To Be At Sand 
Cut, Latest Report 
Shows 


Confirmation has jbeen made 
from the West Palm Beach offices 
of the Farm Security Administra 
tion, that the Government has 
taken an option to buy on 73 acres 
of land from the Model Land com- 
pany, at Sand Cut, just south 
of tbe Sam Chastain land holdings. 
The cite is being secured for the 
erection of a new colored migrant 
camp, which is to'be a duplicate of 
Camp Everglades at Pahokee. 

This proposed new camp is being 
built to care for the large number 
of negro field workers employed 
in the north shore farming area of 
Palm Beach county. The Admin- 
istration’is now completing its 
plans for the tamp and in the 
near future will ask bids for the 
construction work.

clothes drying spaces, 9 firehose 
structures, extensions in road- 
ways, a health clinic ‘and school 
building, sewer and water systems, 
and power lines. 

Actual work will be started on 
the project just as soon as the con- 
tractors can get the equipment on 
the-ground and its working force 
gasembled.
